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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-20, 24, 27, 29, 34 and 39 have been cancelled. Claims 21-23, 25, 26, 
28, 30-33, 35-38 and 40 are under examination. 

Withdrawn rejections: 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed 2/4/10 are acknowledged and have 
been fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed below 
is herein withdrawn. 

Claims 21 , 22, 23, 35, and 36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by de la Fuente et al. (Angew Chem 2001, 113 (12), 2317-2321). Applicant's 
amendments have overcome this rejection. Accordingly, it is withdrawn. 

Claims 21-40 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
de la Fuente et al. (Angew Chem 2001 ,113(12), 2317-2321 ) and Penades et al. (WO 
2002/032404). Applicant's amendments and arguments have overcome this rejection. 
Accordingly, it is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of de la Fuente et al. (Angew Chem 2001, 113 (12), 2317-2321) does not teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, the instant gold nanoparticle with a 5-thio-pentan-1-

ol linker which Applicant synthesizes in a multi-step process to produce novel 
compounds (See specification Table 3 and [0186-0194], for example). Consequently, 
the claims are free of the art. 

Claims 21-23, 25, 26, 28, 30-33, 35-38 and 40 [renumbered as 1-15] are allowed.
